PSALM  XVI. 

1.  God  is  of  mine  inheritance 

and  cup  the  portion  sure  ; 
The  lot  that  fallen  is  to  me 
thou  dost  maintain  secure. 

2.  Unto  me  happily  the  lines 

in  pleasant  places  fell  ; 
Yea,  the  inheritance  I  have 
in  beauty  doth  excel. 

3.  I  bless  the  Lord,  because  he  doth 

by  counsel  me  conduct  ; 
And  in  the  seasons  of  the  night 
my  reins  do  me  instruct. 

4.  Before  me  still  the  Lord  I  set  : 

sith  it  is  so  that  he 
Doth  ever  stand  at  my  right  hand, 
1  shall  not  moved  be. 

5.  Because  of  this  my  heart  is  glad, 

and  joy  shall  be  exprest 
Ev'n  by  my  glory  ;  and  my  flesh 
in  confidence  shall  rest. 

6.  Because  my  soul  unto  the  grave 

shall  not  be  left  by  thee  ; 
And  thou  wilt  not  thine  Holy  One 
corruption  give  to  see. 

7.  Thou  wilt  me  shew  the  path  of  life  : 

of  joys  there  is  full  store 
Before  thy  face  ;  at  thy  right  hand 
are  pleasures  evermore. 

PSALM  XIX. 

1.  God's  law  is  perfect,  and  converts 
the  soul  in  sin  that  lies  : 
God's  testimony  is  most  sure, 
and  makes  the  simple  wise. 
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2.  The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right, 

and  do  rejoice  the  heart  : 
The  Lord's  command  is  pure,  and  doth 
light  to  the  eyes  impart. 

3.  Unspotted  is  the  fear  of  God, 

and  doth  endure  for  ever  : 
The  judgments  of  the  Lord  are  true 
and  righteous  altogether. 

4.  They  more  than  gold,  yea,  much  fine  gold, 

to  be  desired  are  : 
Than  honey,  honey  from  the  comb 
that  droppeth,  sweeter  far. 

5.  Moreover,  they  thy  servant  warn 

how  he  his  life  should  frame  : 
A  great  reward  provided  is 
for  them  that  keep  the  same. 


PSALM  XXIII. 

1.  The  Lord's  my  shepherd,  I'll  not  want. 

He  makes  me  down  to  lie 
In  pastures  green  :  he  leadeth  me 
the  quiet  waters  by. 

2.  My  soul  he  doth  restore  again  ; 

and  me  to  walk  doth  make 
Within  the  paths  of  righteousness, 
ev'n  for  his  own  names  sake. 

3.  Yea,  though  I  walk  in  death's  dark  rale, 

yet  will  I  fear  none  ill  : 
For  thou  art  with  me  ;  and  thy  rod 
and  staff  me  comfort  still. 

4.  My  table  thou  hast  furnished 

in  presence  of  my  foes  ; 
My  head  thou  dost  with  oil  anoint, 
and  my  cup  overflows.

my  heart  yet  fearless  is  :

3.  One  thing  I  of  the  Lord  desir'd, 

and  will  seek  to  obtain, 
That  all  days  of  my  life  I  may 
within  God's  house  remain  ;

2.  Extol  the  Lord  with  me,  let  us 

exalt  his  name  together. 
I  sought  the  Lord,  he  heard,  and  did 
me  from  all  fears  deliver. 

3.  The  angel  of  the  Lord  encamps, 

and  round  encompasseth 
All  those  about  that  do  him  fear, 
and  them  delivereth. 
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4.  0  taste  and  see  that  God  is  good  : 

who  trusts  in  him  is  bless'd. 
Fear  God,  his  saints :  none  that  him  fear

3.  They  with  the  fatness  of  thy  house 

shall  be  well  satisfied ;

4.  Still  trust  in  God;  for  him  to  praise 
good  cause  I  yet  shall  have  : 
He  of  my  count'nance  is  the  health. 
my  God  that  doth  me  save. 

11.  PSALM  XL VI. 

1.  God  is  our  refuge  and  our  strength, 

in  straits  a  present  aid ; 
Therefore,  although  the  earth  remove, 
we  will  not  be  afraid  : 

2.  Though  hills  amidst  the  seas  be  cast  : 

Though  waters  roaring  make. 
And  troubled  be;  yea,  though  the  hills 
by  swelling  seas  do  shake. 

3.  A  river  is,  whose  streams  do  glad. 

the  city  of  our  God ; 
The  holy  place  wherein  the  Lord 
most  high  hath  his  abode. 

4.  God  in  the  midst  of  her  doth  dwell  : 

nothing  shall  her  remove  : 

The  Lord  to  her  an  helper  will. 

and  that  right  early,  prove. 
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5.  The  heathen  rag'd  tumultuously, 

the  kingdoms  moved  were : 

The  Lord  God  uttered  his  voice, 

the  earth  did  melt  for  fear. 

6.  The  Lord  of  hosts  upon  our  side 

doth  constantly  remain : 
The  God  of  Jacob's  our  refuge, 
us  safely  to  maintain.

1 .  Of  corn  an  handful  in  the  earth 

on  tops  of  mountains  high, 
With  prosp'rous  fruit  shall  shake,  like  trees 
on  Lebanon  that  be. 

2.  The  city  shall  be  flourishing, 
*  her  citizens  abound 

In  number  shall,  like  to  the  grass 
that  grows  upon  the  ground.

1.  How  lovely  is  thy  dwelling-place, 

O  Lord  of  hosts,  to  me  ! 
The  tabernacles  of  thy  grace 
how  pleasant,  Lord,  they  be  ! 

2.  My  thirsty  soul  longs  veh'mently, 

yea,  faints,  thy  courts  to  see  : 
My  very  heart  and  flesh  cry  out, 
0  living  God,  for  thee. 
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3.  Bless'd  are  they  in  thy  house  that  dwell, 

they  ever  give  thee  praise.       , 
Bless'd  is  the  man  whose  strength  thou  art, 
in  whose  heart  are  thy  ways. 

4.  Who  as  they  pass  through  Baca's  vale, 

make  it  a  place  of  springs  ; 
Also  the  rain  that  falleth  down 
rich  blessing  to  it  brings. 

5.  So  they  from  strength  unwearied  go 

still  forward  unto  strength, 
Until  in  Sion  they  appear 
before  the  Lord  at  length. 

21.  PSALM   LXXXV1I. 

1.  Upon  the  hills  of  holiness 

he  his  foundation  sets. 
God,  more  than  Jacob's  dwellings  all, 
delights  in  Sion's  gates. 

2.  Things  glorious  are  said  of  thee, 

thou  city  of  the  Lord. 
Rahab  and  Babel  I,  as  those 
that  know  me,  will  record  : 

3.  Behold  ev'n  Tyrus,  and  with  it 

the  land  of  Palestine, 
And  likewise  Ethiopia  ; 
this  man  was  born  therein. 

4.  And  it  of  Sion  shall  be  said. 

This  man  and  that  man  there 
Was  born  ;  and  he  that  is  most  High 
himself  shall  stablish  her. 

5.  When  God  the  people  writes,  he'll  count 

that  this  man  born  was  there. 
There  be  that  sing  and  play  ;  and  all 
my  well-springs  in  thee  are. 

22.  PSALM  LXXXIX. 

1.  Justice  and  judgment  of  thy  throne 
are  made  the  dwelling-place  : 
Mercy,  accompanied  writh  truth, 
shall  go  before  thy  face.

2.  O  greatly  bless'd  the  people  are 

the  joyful  sound  that  know; 
In  brightness  of  thy  face,  O  Lord, 
they  ever  on  shall  go. 

3.  They  in  thy  name  shall  all  the  day

And  in  thy  righteousness  shall  they 
exalted  be  on  high. 

4.  Because  the  glory  of  their  strength 

doth  only  stand  in  thee ; 
And  in  thy  favour  shall  our  horn 
and  pow'r  exalted  be. 

5.  For  to  the  Lord  belongs  our  shield 

that  doth  us  safety  bring : 

And  unto  Israel's  Holy  One 

the  man  that  is  our  King. 

23.  PSALM  XC. 

1.  Lord,  thou  hast  been  our  dwelling-place 

in  generations  all. 
Before  thou  ever  hadst  brought  forth 
the  mountains  great  or  small ; 

2.  Ere  ever  thou  hadst  formed  the  earth. 

and  all  the  world  abroad  ; 
Ev'n  thou  from  everlasting  art 
to  everlasting  God. 

3.  O  with  thy  tender  mercies,  Lord, 

us  early  satisfy ; 
So  we  rejoice  shall  all  our  days, 
and  still  be  glad  in  thee. 

4.  According  as  the  days  have  been, 

wherein  we  grief  have  had, 
And  years  wherein  we  ill  have  seen, 
so  do  thou  make  us  glad. 

5.  O  let  thy  work  and  pow'r  appear 

thy  servants'  face  before ; 
And  shew  unto  their  children  dear- 
thy  gjory  evermore ; 
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6.  And  let  the  beauty  of  the  Lord 
our  God  be  us  upon  : 
And  our  hands'  works  establish  thou, 
establish  them  each  one. 

24.  PSALM  XCI. 

1.  He  that  doth  in  the  secret  place 

of  the  most  High  reside, 
Under  the  shade  of  him  that  is 
th'  Almighty  shall  abide. 

2.  I  of  the  Lord  my  God  will  say, 

He  is  my  refuge  still, 
He  is  my  fortress,  and  my  God, 
and  in  him  trust  I  will. 

3.  Assuredly  he  shall  thee  save, 

and  give  deliverance 
Both  from  the  fowler's  snare,  and  froir 
the  noisome  pestilence. 

4.  His  feathers  shall  thee  hide;  thy  trust 

under  his  wings  shall  be  : 
His  faithfulness  shall  be  a  shield 
and  buckler  unto  thee. 

5.  Thou  shalt  not  need  to  be  afraid 

for  terrors  of  the  night ; 
Nor  for  the  arrow  that  doth  fly 
by  day,  while  it  is  light ; 

6.  Nor  for  the  pestilence,  that  walks 

in  darkness  secretly ; 
Nor  for  destruction,  that  doth  \\;i 
at  noon-day  openly. 

25.  PSALM  XCII. 

1.  To  render  thanks  unto  the  Lord 

it  is  a  comely  thing. 
And  to  thy  name,  0  thou  most  High, 
due  praise  aloud  to  sing. 

2.  Thy  loving-kindness  to  shew  forth 

when  shines  the  morning  light  ; 
And  to  declare  thy  faithfulness 
with  pleasure  ev'ry  night. 
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3.  Upon  a  ten-stringed  instrument, 

upon  the  psaltery, 
And  on  the  harp  with  solemn  sound, 
and  grave  sweet  melody. 

4.  For  thou,  Lord,  by  thy  mighty  deeds 

hast  gladness  to  me  brought ; 
And  I  will  triumph  in  the  works 
which  by  thine  hands  are  wrought. 

26.  PSALM  XCIII. 

1.  The  Lord  doth  reign,  and  cloth'd  is  he 

with  majesty  most  bright  ; 
His  works  do  shew  him  cloth'd  to  be, 
and  girt  about  with  might. 

2.  The  world  is  also  stablished, 

that  it  cannot  depart. 
Thy  throne  is  fix'd  of  old,  and  thou 
from  everlasting  art. 

3.  The  floods,  O  Lord,  have  lifted  up, 

they  lifted  up  their  voice  ; 
The  floods  have  lifted  up  their  waves, 
and  made  a  mighty  noise. 

4.  But  yet  the  Lord,  that  is  on  high, 

is  more  of  might  by  far 
Than  noise  of  many  waters  is, 
or  great  sea-billows  are. 

5.  Thy  testimonies  ev'ry  one 

in  faithfulness  excel  ;
